Studies And Research 

Associated With McGill 
For 42 Years Before 
Retirement' 

ICnrly yesterday morning Dr. Kob- 
ert Fiiltortl Itiittan died at '.ils home, 
at 1S71 Sliorhrookoi Street West, after 
a long Illness. Tho funeral will tako 
pinco on l'rld:iy afternoon nt i-'.r. i 
from tho Church ot »(. Jame.i tho 
Apo.stle. iJr. Jiutlan was In his Bcv- 
onty-flftli year. 

By Ills death jMcGIII lost one of her 
most honoured assooialcfl. Dr. Kiittan 
retired la."! year from Iho position ot 
thtilrm.nn ot the department ot Chem- 
istry and Dcaii ot tho Faculty ot 
Graduafo .Studies and Uescarch, after 
being connected with this university 
for 42 years. 

Dr. ituttan wa.^ born on .July 15, 
IS.'iC. at Xcwburgli, Ontario, tho son 
of .\li.in Jtii'vtaii, ."^f.D. and Caroline 
Itutt.an. On leaving Xnpanco Collegiate 
Institute, ho attended the University 
of Toronto, where ho received the gold 
medal In natural .iclenccs on Cil.i 
graduation in 1S.S1. Ho thon cime to 
McCild, and licro obtained his M.D. 
and C.ir., wlillo ho alao received tlie 
gold medal for chemistry in 1833. Fôr 
two years after this ho studied at 
Berlin University in Germany. 

Became Registrar 
-Miiioiigh lie did not practice medi- 
cine, ho became .a member ot tlio Col- 
lege of Physicians and Surgeons in 
1SS4. Hc^ was assistant to Dr. Gird- 
wood in tho medical faculty ot >[c- 
Gill, and Icclmer from 1586 to 1501. 
when he w.ici mado professor ot prac- 
tical chemistry and registrar of tho 
medical f.aculty. In 1902 he became 
Dr. GIrdwood's successor as professor 
ot organic and biological chemistry, 
and ten ycar.i later ha was made 
chairman of the department ot chem- 
istry. '■ ■ . . 

Dr. Ituttan Cield many important 
positions during .his Iltc-tlmc, Includ- 
ing thoso ot President ot tho Royal 
Kooloiy of Canada; president ot tlie 
University Club, Jlontreal; president 
ot tho Itoyal Canadian Oolt A£.3ocia- 
tlon; president of the Society ot 
Chemical Industry; and fellow ot tho 
Corporation ot the JIcGlll University.

'A Great Man Passes 

STUDENTS and Faculty .ioin in mourn- 
ing the death of Dr. Robert Fulford 
Ruttan who died early yesterday. He 
Jeayes behind him an enviable record of 
achievemeiit.s in tlic o)-ganic and biological 
branches of cijenii.stry. Di'. Ruttan was 
one of the outstanding figures of the cen- 
,,;liis department of knowledge and 
said to have been the founder of 
chemical researcli work in Canada. His 
name is 'intimalely connected witli the 
ieaehing of niucl(;rn chemi.stry in Canadian 
universities, Jii.s works brought distinc- 
;tion not only to himself but also to his 
Alma Mater, McGill. 

When he retired' less than a year ago 
Dr. Ruttan had been 42 year.s in the ser- 
vice of McGill and wa.s the oldest member 
of the staff in ijoint of years. Many stu- 
dents still leinember him as head of the de- 
partment of Chemistry and dean of ' the 
■Faculty of Graduate Studies and Research. 
He guided many to distinction and under 
his iible tuition tlic munbcj- of j-esearch 
.workers in chemistry grew as never before. 

Dr. ;Ruttan sympathized with every 
.^nibition and effort of youth and encour- 
aged Kiiort for its own sake. He jvas al- 
ways willing to Jend an ear to the .troubles 
of his students and his wise advice has 
guided many through difficulties. He wa.s 
^a staunch friend and was ever ready to 
talk with his workers and ^lelp tliem, no 
jinatter what the subject or what the hour. 
À J)r. Ruttan was a figure of interna- 
tional fame as a chemi.st. He laboured at 
!all times to elevate the .standard of his 
aphere of activity and woi-ked with un- 
.i^miliished enthusiasm for tjiirty years as 
.a j)P,rpf essor in the .faculty of Science. No 
milh of higher integrity and sincerity of 
purpose ha.s' ever been as.sociated ' with the 
university. Hi; leave.s behind an examijlej 
of inten.se application and tireless devotion i 
.ip,4uty. !

No doubt some men '^smoke In the 
buildings and on the grounds ot tbe 
University, but they aro in the min- 
ority and usually conscious ot their 
broach ot tradition. 

Aside from the moral consider- 
ations involved In smoking, there oxe 
other elements which command the 
maintenance ' and unanimous reoog. 
nitlon of this tradition by every man 
—It Is hardly necessary to include 
every w-oman— who attends this Uni- 
verslty. 

Tho wisdom of the -policy followed 
hero was ■never better demonstrated 
than It was two week» ago at the 
University of MInncadta. 

There the administration made a 
mistake when it decided •to ijaii 
smoking by law Instead ot tradition. 
Aa is the case of almost every law 
Ihdt has prohibition ot anything as 
its aim, the rulo was promptly vio- 
lated. 

"Within one day after the law went 
Into effect, tho managlns e'ditor of 
the Minnesota Newspaper and tho 
businegs manager of the .Minnesota 
yearbook were suspended from the 
university for one year becaus* they 
smoked- a cigarct In tho vestibule of 
the Library!
